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New Town Act Bars 
Poor: Man 


A bomb exploded at the mect- 
ing of the ratepayers on Monday 
night when it was stated by the 
Solicitor, Mr. H. S! Patterson, that 
only “owners ot freehold estate 


Within the town of the value of 


$500 over and above charges, 
liens and encumbrances” were 
eligible to be called to the po- 
sitions of Mayor and Councillors 
at the forthcoming municipal 
elections according to the new 
Town Act, 

A great deal of indignation was 
expressed after the mecting, the 
feeling of most of those present 
being that they had been held up 
by th> Provincial Legislature and 
that a memetcoe was deeply in- 
terested in town affairs and 
would give faithful service to the 
town although perhaps only own- 
ing his house and lot on which 
there was some incumbrance 
would have no chance to do his 
duty by helping in some munici- 
pal office, 

The clause in the new Town 
Act is as follows: 

‘After first election any person is eligi- 
ble for election as Mayor or Councillor who 
isa British subject by birth or natural- 
ization, is a inale of the full age of 
twenty-one years, is able to read and 
write the English language, is not sub- 
ject to any disqualification under the 
Act or the Controverted Municipal Elec- 
tions Act, is resident within the town or 
within two mules of the limits of the 
town and is the owner at the time of 
nomination of a freehold estate within 
the town of the value of $500 over and 
above all charges, liens and encum- 
brances affecting the same and whose 


name is onthe last revised assessment 
roll of the town.”’ 


Then the Act says that 


“Only persons qualified to vote for 
candidates shall be qualified to nominate 
candidates for the office of Mayor or 
Councillor,”’ 

The persons qualified to yote 
at Municipal elections shall be 
of the full age of 21 years, whuse 
names appeur on the last revised 
oters lists of the town and as. 
sessed on the lust revised assess- 
ment roll for $200 or upwards 
and whose taxes are paid,

To Sell Homes on Insurance Plan 

Moose Jaw, Sask.—The contract 
has now been closed with the Nation- 
al Construction company of Winnipeg | 
for the erection of 100 ‘modern and 
medium-priced residences to be sold 
on the insurance plan. Immediate 
possession will be given purchaser 
upon his first payment down, the 
gencral plan of payments being model- 
ed after the 20-year endowment polic- 
jes of the leading life insurance com- 
panies, In the event of the death of 
the head of the family before comple- 
tion of payments, a clear title of pro- 
perty goes to the widow. A special 
feature of the sales plan is an allow- 
ance of $100 in favor of married coup- 
les, this sum to be deducted from the 
purchase price for each birth oceurr- 
ing in the family after tuking posses- 
fon. The prices of the proposed 
houses will range from $3,000 and up- 
wards. The Imperial Bank is to act 
as trustee for receiving initial pay- 
ments, turning over the funds to the 
building committee upon the comple- 
tion of the houses. The bank after 
crediting the monthly payments will 
allow purchasers 3 per cent interest 
on these amounts until they are pald 
over to the builders. With interest 
and bonuses, it is explained, the ulti- 
mate cost of the houses to the buyers 
should be considerably under the pur- 
chase price as stated, 


Hurricane In Jamacia 


Kingston, Jamacia.—The western 
end of the island of Jamacia has been 
devastated by a hurricane lasting for 
five days. A great tidal wave has 
swept over both the north and the 
south coast, practically wiping out 
the town. of Savanna La Mar and Luc- 
ea, both towns of considerable import- 
ance. 

According to a report brought by 
a steamer, 42 persons were Killed at 
Montego Bay. The eoast roads have 
been wrecked along the southwestern 
coast, and ‘ncalculable damage has 
been done.

Winnipeg, Man.—Figures just pub-! 
lished as a result of recent investiga- 
tions serve to throw valuable light 
upon the matter of subdivisions and 
townsite projects in Western Canada, 
It appears, for instance, that Winnipes 
now has a population of about twelve 
persons per acre inside the corporate 
mits; the present area being 15,000 
acres. There are yet 70,000 acres 
to be taken into the corporation; and 
with the enlarged area there should 
be room for « million inhabitants, the 
figure that appears likely to be reach- 
ed within the coming 15 years. This 
would mean an aggregate area for the 
city at the end of that period of 85,- 
000 acres. In comparison with these 
figures it is shown that New York 
City, for instance, has at the present 
time some 85,000 acres of vacant Jand 
in addition to the areas built upon and 
occupied for business and residential 
purposes. Similar conditions, it ap- 
pears, prevall in other leading Amer- 
ican cities where no question has been 
raised as to the standing of the sub- 
divisions. it is also shown accom:

Seeds Tested . 


Owing to the fact that climatic con 
ditions have again been unfavorable 
in certain districts to the satisfactory 
maturity of seed grain, we wish to 
draw the attention of every farmer to 
the advisability of having his seed 
tested for germination. 

Oats are particularly subject to in- 
jury by frost, and in certain stages of 
their growth are rendered worthless 
for seed purposes even though they 
may look perfectly plump and sound 
outwardly, Others again, though un 
doultedly frozen, ure not seriousty 
affected in vitality. Asa germination 
test it is the only sure indication of the 
grain’s condition in such cases, we 
would strongly advise having all 
doubtful oats tested. 

Flax is also subject to injury by 
frost as well as moisture, and its vital- 
ity may he considerably lowered by 
these factors. Buar.ey is affected like 
wise and often showsa low percentage 
of growth when cut after frost. 
Wheat, on the other hand, is much 
less liable to injury and will usually 
germinate readily even when. frozen 
quite severely. It may, however, be 
rendered unfit for seed by frost or 
through excessive moisture. 

‘Timothy cut after frost should be 
tested, as it is often greatly reduced 
in vitality. We would also sugyest 
having tested any other cereal or fod- 
der seeds that nay be suspected of 
not being up to the full standard of 
germination. . 

In sending in sainples to be tested 
the following points should be re 
membered: 


1. All sampies are tested free of 
charge. 
2. Application to the Dominion 


Seed Laboratory, Calgary, Alta. 

3. About half such a bag full (1000 
grains) is umple fora germination test. 

4. If possible sample should be 
cleaned before sending. : 

5. Postage should he prepaid at 
the rate of 2 cents for 4 ounces and 1 
cent for each additional 4 ounces. 

6. It is unnecessary to enclose 
stamps for a reply. 

7. ‘The usudl time necessary for a 
test is 10 days, but when a retest is 
made a longer period is required. — 

8. All sampies should ve plainly 
marked with the name and address ot 
sender, together with an identification 
designation when more than one is 
sent, 

g. All samples should be sent to 
the Dominion Seed Laboratory, Cal- 
gary, not to any individual member of 
the staff. : 

In addidion to the above, this de- 

artment, when required, tests any 
Kind of cereal or fodder seeds for 
purity from noxious weeds. Samples 
sent in for such purposes should con- 
tain not less than one pound of the 
larger grains snd two ounces of flax, 
grasees and cloverr.

This road is no 
doubt hard to keep in repair consider- 
ing the flatness of the land. How. 
ever, there is no excuse in having 
these mud holes which are not 
Passable and which have caused no 
little trouble. * Our attention has been 
drawn to one mud hole in which 
horses got hurt, automobiles mired 
which had to be pulled out by teams, 
also threshing separator mired in 
same. This could all be avoided if 
the§ pathmaster and councillor in the 
district would do their duty. This 
toad tsa main thoroughfare to IDids- 
bury and should be kept in better 
shape. There are times when the 
rainy season is on when allowances 


However, at this time of the year the 
roads should be made passable. ‘There 
are other roads, of course, which 
could be better. 

Our idea in writing this article is 
to waken up the different councillors 
and see that the territory alloted to 
them to look after will be properly at- 
tended to.

A peculiar feature of current lum- 
‘ber demand in the old white pine sec: | 
tions of the North is the extraordin- | 
ary requirement for low grade stock. |! 
it is so persistent and devouring that 
jt takes {n culls so ranks that 20 or 
30 years ago they would have been 
considered refuse, fit only for the 
roughest kind of patching up of sheds, 
and, When accumulation became too} 
burdensome they were thrown into 
the burner ore used to build wharves 
or roadways, of for firewood. Grading 
downward has come with the demand 
for box material, until three-men 
boards, as they have been jocosely 
called. are now graded as No. 6 or 
anything below that. ‘The calf for 
jow-grade. atuff has be @ 80 gen- 
-eral and insistent that such stuff is 
more saleable than the medium and 
better qualities. This feature is true 
not only of the lumber market of the | 
Northern States, but pertains also to} 
that of Canada. At Toronto the de! 
mand for the lower grades of pine 
is especially active and large, so that 
there is a veritable shortage of mill! 
culla and what are called dead. pick-' 
ings, in it. This condition with re- 
spect tu the lumberemarket of Ontar- 
fo shows how closely the lumber trade 
of that province is connected with 
that of this country, the same require- 
ments for cull lumber—namely, for| 
hox manufacture—prevailing in that 
province as in the northern part of 
the United States. The way in 
which the cull lumber of the North- 
ern States and Canada is being used 
up almost to the last carload has 
more than ordinary significance. It 
means that anything in the shape of 
# tree or log is being utilized in the 
way of sawed product. and that tim- 
‘her that was once considered usable 
only as firewood is now being con- 
verted into tumber that actually sells
